and Laws, That the Way of His Majeſty's com- 
ing to the Crown, is warranted by our own Cu- 
ſtoms and Laws, ever ſince the Inhabitants of 
this Iſland did form themſelves into Political 1 
Societies, as far at leaſt as we have any Account 3 
of 'em; and *tis particularly juſtify*'d by thoſe Þ

founded our MAGNA CHART A, that, by 
the ſpecial Favour of Heaven, we are ſtill poſ- 
ſeſſed of; notwithſtanding all the Endeavours 
of tyranuical Princes to have robb'd us of it. 
As to what is urg'd againſt this by ſuch as 
maintain the contrary Do&trines, it was ſo fully 
reply'd to, and confuted in the Trial of Dr. Sa- 
cheverell, when our Conſtitution was aſſerted by 
the whole Legiſlature, in Oppoſition to thoſe 
Maxims, that no more needs to be ſaid to it; 
only 'tis proper to add, that if thoſe Men be- 
lieve what they ſay, they are guilty of the 
groſſeſt Impiety, as well as Contrad iction, in ap- 
roving the late Peace, which deprived not on- 
ly the Houſe of Auſtria, but the elder Branch 
of the Houſe of Bourbon, of their hereditary 
Right to the Spaniſh Monarchy ; oblig'd the 
Duke of Anjou to renounce his to the Crown 
of France, and even Lewis XIV. himſelf, and his 


L Grand Son of Spain, to own His Majeſty King 


George's Right to the Crown of Great Britain; 
and to promiſe, in the Word and Faith of a 
King, for themſelves, their Heirs and Succeſſors, 
not to diſturb his Succeſſion, nor to give any 
Aſſiſtance, Favour, or Counſel,” directly or indi- 
realy, by Sea or by Land, by Money, Arms, 


* Ammunition, Inſtruments of War, Ships, Sol- 
diers, Mariners, or any other Way whatever, 


to any Perſon or Perſons, it ſuch there 


2 ſhould be, who, on any Cauſe or Pretext, ſhall

open War, fomenting Seditions, or exciting 
Conſpiracies againſt ſuch Prince or Princes, who

Having given theſe brief Hints, to juſtify His 
Majeſty's Title, by the Law of Nature, the Laws 
of.. Nations, the . Approbation of all the Go- 


veruments in Chriftendom, the Laws of the Jewiſh 


Monarchy, and the Conſtitution of our Saxar 
Anceſtors, both in Germany and England; I ſhall 
touch a little upon the grand Objection rais'd a- 
gainſt it from our Laws, which made the Crown 
Hereditary to the next in Blood. This is much 
inſiſted upon by the Party, who from hence have 
taken a Handle to raiſe a fooliſh Calumny againſt 
His Majeſty's Friends, as Men of antimonarchical 
Principles, contrary to hereditary Right, and E- 
nemies to the Royal Family. . 
This Charge is ſo far from being true, that 
the very Fact upon which *tis founded, plainly 
diſproves it; for tis certain and apparent to all 


the World, That the Regard which thoſe cal d 


Whiggs, had to our limited Monarchy, to the 
Lineage of our Princes, and to the Preſervation 
of the Proteſtant Religion, was the only thing 
which induc'd them to caſt their Eye ppon His 
Majeſty's Family, as the moſt proper Succeſſors 
to our Crown. 8 
And though in making that Settlement, we 
were oblig'd to derogate from what had been 
the ordinary Law of Succeſſion fince the Time 
of Heury VII. to the late happy Revolution: 
*T was not, as our Enemies falſly ſuggeſt, from 
any Principle contrary to ſuch an hereditary 
Right as our Laws had eſtabliſh'd, but in Pur- 
ſuance of the true Reaſon of thoſe Laws, which 
was the Safety of the People; for every one, who 
is converſant with our Hiſtory and Law, knows, 
that the only Reaſon why our Anceſtors made 
the Crown Hereditary to the next in Blood, was, 
to avoid thoſe deſolating Wars that were fre- 
| | Mm quently 
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CF? „ 
quently occaſioned by Competitors, when our 
Crown was Electivreee. | 

Yet it is as evident from our Hiſtory, that 
our Anceſtors never made an abſolute Surrender 
of their Right of Election; but, on the contra- 
ry, *twas the general Practice till the Union of 


the Crowns for the next Succeſſor, though the 


undoubted Heir by Proximity of Blood, to have 
his or her Title confirm'd by Parliament, in the 
Reign of the immediate Predeceſſor. This was 
the conſtant Practice of our Kings of the Norman 
Line; and when. the Competition fell out be- 
twixt the Houſes of Tork and Lancaſter; the 
former, who had the hereditary Plea, were as 
careful as the latter, to whom they deny'd it, 


to have their Succeſſors Title confirmed by Par- 


liament: Thus it continued till Henry the VIleh, 
whoſe Title being altogether Parliamentary, the 
Entail was ſettled on his Poſterity. By the ſame 
Authority, his Son Henry VIII. had the Succeſ- 


ſion on his Iſſue altered in Parliament ſeveral 


Times. And by the 13th of Queen Elitabeth, 


etwas made Treaſon for any one to ſay, during 


her Life, That She, by Authority of Parliament, 
was not able to make Laws and Statutes, of ſuf- 
ficient Force and Validity, to limit and bind 
the Crown of the Realm, and the Deſcent, Limi- 
tation, and Government thereof; or that that, 


or any other Statute made by Parliament, with 


the Queen's Aſſent, is not, or ought not, to be 
for ever of ſufficient Force to bind and govern 


all Perſons, their Rights and Titles, that may 


claim any Intereſt, or Poſflibility, in or to the 
Crown, in Poſleſſion, Remainder, Inheritance, 
Succeſſion, or otherwiſe. 1 | 

This was declaratory of the Power of Parlia- 


ments, according as had it been exercis'd in the 


Reign of Her Father, and all Her. Anceſtors 
1 B 4 from 


from the Conqueſt ; and after Her Death, the 
Crown devolved on the King of Scots, accord- 
ing to the Parliamentary Entail on Henry VIIb's 
Line: King James the VIth of Scotland being the 
next in Blood of that Prince's Poſterity, by his 
eldeſt Daughter Margaret. So that the Family 


of Stuart, Who were flattered by the Party, as 


having a divine, indefeaſible, hereditary Right, 
had indeed no other to either Kingdom, but 
what they deriv'd from Acts of Parliament, which 


entail'd the Succeſſion in Scotland, on the Poſte. 


rity of King Robert Bruce; and in England, on 
that of Henry the VIIth ;, though neither of thoſe 
Kings were next in Blood to the Crowns of 
their native Countries, but came to them by Par- 
liamentary Settlements, upon a Revolutionin each; 
which no Man, who underſtands Hiſtory, will 
have the Face to deny. ; 1 
HFlaving thus prov'd, That 'twas the Safety of 
the Nation, which induc'd our Anceſtors to 

make the Crown Hereditary to the next in 
Blood: The ſame Reaſon juſtifies our derogating 


from that Law, when it prov'd inconſiſtent with 


our Safety; as we found, by woful Experience, it 
did, in the bloody Reigus of our Popiſh Queen 
Mary and King James II. 1 
But though we were under an invincible Ne- 


ceſlity of altering the Law of Succeſſion ſo far, 


unleſs we would have ſubmitted to be Papiſks 
and Slaves; yet we kept to it as much as poſſible 
by chuſing the only Proteſtant Family of our Royal 
Lineage to fill the Throne; ſo that the exclud- 
ed Branches, who adhere to the Church of 


Rome, and arbitrary Maxims of Government, 


have brought that Puniſhment upon themſelves. 
It being certain, as Herf late Majeſty Queen Anne 
{aid in Her Speech to the Parliament, April 1ſt, 


1708. That all which is dear to us muſt be irre- 
3 coverably

| coverably loft, if ever the Deſigns ef a Popiſh Pre- 


tender, bred up in the Principles of the moſt arbi- 
trary Government, ſhould take Place. Beſides, the 
Popiſh Branches of our Royal Line cannot, with- 
out condemning the Conſtitution. of the Coun- 
tries where they live, find Fault with our ex- 
cluding them; ſince, by the Laws of theſe Go- 
vernments, all Proteſtants are made incapable of 


the Throne, let their Title be ever fo clear. 


This was the Caſe of that great Prince Henry 


IV. of France, who, though he was next in 
Z Blood, the Catholick Leaguers took Arms againſt | 
| him, and never ſuffer'd him to have quiet Poſ- 
# ſeſſion till he turn'd Papiſt; nor did they truſt 

him then, but ſtabb'd him on the firft Oppor- 
tunity: So that our excluding the Popiſh Line is 
juſtify'd by their own Practice; and if ever the 
Lex Talionis was warrantable, it muſt certainly 


be in ſuch a Caſe Nay, our unthinking Faction, 
who cry out againſt His' Majeſty's Succeſſion, 
have juſtify*'d the Principle by their own Con- 
duct; for every one knows, that though His 
Majeſty's Family was firm Proteſtants, the High- 
Church Party in Parliament were not content 
with that, but urg'd it as a Condition, fine qua 
non, of his Family's enjoying the Crown, that 


they ſhould join in Communion with the Church 


of England. Beſides, the Party is not only in- 
conſiſtent with themſelves, but, by their idle 
Scheme of a divine, indefcaſible, hereditary 
Right, condemn the Rules of Succeſſion in the 
greateſt Nations of Europe. Every one knows, 


that in Germany and France, no Female Branch, 
nor their Poſterity, is capable of a Crown, tho? 


they be next in Blood; ſo that if the Faction 


believe this to be contrary to the Divine Law 
2 and that the Pretender is Legitimate, they ought, 
before they invite the French, to come and place

ever fince our Edward III. who was certainly 


next in Blood to that Crown; and no Preſcri- 


ption can be pleaded againſt a divine Law. 


Il come next to touch on His Majeſty's Genea- 


logy; which I hope will not be thought an im- 


pertinent Digreſſion, ſince it not only adds to 


His Honour, as well as to that of our Country; 
but affords other Arguments for his Title, which 
thoſe who oppoſe it, will never be able to anſwer. 

It appears then, That His Majeſty is deſcended 


from all the Royal Families that ever were intis⸗ 
ruled to the Sovereiguty of Great Britain, viz. 

the ancient Kings of the Britons, Scots, Picts, 
Saxons, Danes, and Normans. | 5 


To prove this, without entring into a long 
Detail of the Genealogies of thoſe Royal Fami- 


lies, tis ſufficient to obſerve from the Hiſto- 


rians of both Nations, with Sir George Mackenzie, 
in his Defence of the Antiquity of the Royal 
Line of Scotland, That Aurelius Ainbroſius, who 
was choſen King of the Britons, when the Ro- 


mans left the Iſland, had no Iſſue but two 


Daughters; Anna the Eldeſt, who married the 


father's Death, laid Claim to the Crown of the Bri- 


tons, wherein he was ſupported, by the Scots; but iN 
the Britons rejected him, and, by the Help of the 


Saxons, kept him out. Hungw, afterwards King 


of the Pitts, and deſcended alſo from Aurcline, 


ay 


King of the Pict,; and Ada the Youngeſt, Who 
married the King of Scots. Mordredus King of 
the Pits, Grand-Son to Aurelius King of tbe 
Britons, by his Daughter Anna, after his Grand-

as above, marry'd his Siſter Ferguſiana to Achai- 
King of Scots; and dying without Iſſue, the 
Scots Line had by this Means, both the heredi- 
tary, and collateral Claim to the Crown of the 
Britons, by Aurelius s two Daughters; and alſo 
to that of the Pits by Ferguſiana. Her Son Alpin, 
King of the Scots, did accordingly claim the 
Piftiſh Crown; which being deny'd, he took 
Arms to aſſert his Right, but fell in the Qparrel. 


Yet his Son Kenneth Il. made good his Claim, 


by an abſolute Conqueſt of the Picts. So early 


“bad the Scots Line, from whom His Majeſty is 
= deſcended, the hereditary Title to the Sovereign- 


ty of Great Britain, as being the next in Blood 
to the Crown of the \P:#s and Britons. 

It had been eaſy to derive His Majeſty's Ge- 
nealogy from the Kings of the Britons much 


higher; for Durſtus the XIth King of Scotland, 
married Agaſia, Daughter to a King of the Bri- 


tons; and YVoada, the famous Queen of the Bri- 
tons, mentioned by the Roman Hiſtorians, was 


Siſter to Caractacus, King of Scotland. Carant ius, 


choſen King of the Britons, in the Reign of the 


Emperor FValerianus, was Son to Athirco, King of 
Scotland. But His Majeſty's Deſcent from Aure- 
lius Ambroſius, choſen King of the Britons when 
the Roman; left the Iſland, is fo clear a Proof of 
his having what 1s called, the hereditary Right 
to the Crown of England, that *tis enough for 
our Subject againſt the Patrons of that Doctrine, 
who controvert His Majeſty's Title. 

After this, the Scores Kings fell Heirs both to 
the Daniſh and Saxon Kings of England; thus, 

King Malcolm the IIId of Scotland, married 


Margaret, Siſter to Edgar Atheling, who was 


Grand. Son to St. Edward, Son to Canutus, the 
Daniſh King of England; and Edgar Atheling the 
true Lineal Heir, both of the Paniſo and Saxon

Race; dying without Iſſue, the hereditary Right 
of both thoſe Lines fell upon Queen Margaret's 
Poſterity; in whom centred at once the heredi- 
taty Titles of the Scottiſh, Pifiſh, Britiſh, Daniſh, 
and Saxon Royal Families. 5 
From all this it appears, That, according to 
the Plea of indefeafible hereditary Right, all the 
Kings of the old Britons, and of England, have 
been Uſurpers upon the Scors Line, ever ſince 
the Time of Alpin King of Scotland, who began 
his Reign An. Chr. $30, till the Succeſſion of 
King Fames VI. of Scotland, to the Engliſh Throne 
in 1602, which makes 772 Years. So long has 
that wiſe Sett of Politicians and Caſuiſts, charged 
the Princes of their native Country to have been 
Ufurpers : Nor does it terminate there; for if 
_ theſe Mens Principles be true, the whole Family 
of Stuart muſt have been Uſurpers ; ſince they 
came to the Throne of Scotland upn a Revolu- 
tion Bottom in 1370, by an Act of Parliament, 
which excluded Baliol, and his Poſterity, for c- 
ver, tho' he was next in Blood; and that his 
Title was ſupported by England, whoſe Intereſt 
and Power ſet him and his Son both, on the 
Scottiſh Throne. OR 
Thus the Faction is brought to this Dilemma, 
that they muſt either allow His Majeſty's Par- 
 Hamentary Title to be good; or they muſt con- 
dema that of the Popiſh Line, for which they 
contend. 15 . 
But I return to the Hiſtory of the Succeſſion. 
William the Norman, by his Power and Intereſt, 
after Harold his Competitor was kill'd in Battle, 
forc'd Edgar Atheling, the true hereditary Suc- 
ceſſor, who had been declared King, and made 
ſeveral fruitleſs Attempts for recovering the 
Throne, to quit his Pretenſions; which, by Con- 
ſequence, ſet aſide thoſe of his Siſter m_——— 
m_— 00 
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and her Poſterity,: to the Engliſi Crown; and 
the determining of the Engliſh Succeſſion was e- 
ver after left to the Parliament of England, as: 
we have already heard, till the Time of King 
James I. of Great Brita. 4 

return to His Majeſty's Genealogy. Tis 
plain, by what has been ſaid, that he is derived 


by the Scots Line, from the Kings of the ancient 
Britons, Pitts, Saxons, and : Danes, I come next 


to prove, That by the Female Side, he is after 
this derived both from the Norman, the Scots,

father King James I. which appears thus.

Her Son Henry Il, had a Daughter called Maud, 
married to Henry the Lion, Duke of Bavaria, 
Saxony, Brunſwick, Lunenburg, &c. the greateſt 
Prince of the Empire in his Time; from whom, 
and Princeſs Maud of England, His Majeſty King 
GEORGE is Lineally deſcended, as Duke of 
Brunſwick. 3: + EIS 

That His Majeſty does alſo derive his Pedigree 


from the Kings and Princes of Wales, after the 


Saxon and Norman Conqueſts, is plain thus. 
Walter, who was Great Steuart of Scotland, from 
whom the laſt Royal Family derived their Ori- 
gia and Name, deſcended, according to the 
Scots Hiſtorians, from Banqubo Thane of Lochaber, 
his Son Fleanchus, who fled from the Tyranny 
of Macbeth, married a Daughter of the Prince 
or King of Wales, from whom Valter Stuart, 
Husband to AMarjory, Daughter to King Robert 


Bruce,

Bruce, and Father to Robert Suat, the firſt King 
of that Family, was the Sixth Deſcendant. His 
Majeſty _ George does alſo derive His Pedi- 
gree from the later Princes of Wales, by Mar: 


faret, Queen of Scotland, Daughter to Henry VII. 
of England, who was the true Heir of Cadwalla- 


dier, the laſt Prince of Wales, Nor is it to paſs un- 1 


obſerved, that His Majeſty is more early derived

Having premis'd ſo much in Defence of His 


Majeſty's Title, I ſhall conclude this Introduction 


with a brief Touch upon the Deſigns which were 
early laid and long carried on with a great deal 


of Craft to exclude Him. By this the Provi-

Purſuant to this Proclamation, the Heralds at 
Arms proclaimed His Majeſty, with the uſual 
Solemnity, before the Gate of the Royal Palace 
at St. James's, at Charing- Croſs, at Temple Bar, at 
the End of Woodſtreet in Cheapſide, and laſtly at 
the Royal Exchange. Great Numbers of the No- 
bility and principal Gentry aſſiſted at each Pro— 

clamat ion, and attended in their Coaches, during 
the whole Solemnity, as the Lord-Mayor and 
Court of Aldermen did in the City; the Streets, 
Windows, Balconies, &c. were thronged with 
_ Spectators, and the Joy was as univerſal and great 
as could poſſibly be expreſs'd by People, who 
were ſenſible how narrowly they bad eſcaped 
from Popery and Slavery, and the Dangers to 
Soul and Body that conſtantly attend them. 
No Dejection appeared any where but in the 
Conntenances ot thoſe who had ſold us to France 
and Rome, and of ſuch as abetted them.

by Two and Two, mounted the Croſs ; Then 
followed the Lord Provoſt, the other Magiſtrates 
and Town-Council, in their Robes, Sixteen of 
the ordinary Officers of the City in their Live- 
ry-Coats, with the Sword and Mace, born by the 
proper Officers, all bare-headed, going before 
them; the Lord Provoſt, with the Sword and 
Mace, went up to the Croſs, whilſt the Town- 
Council proceeded to the Theatre, and there re- 
ceived his Grace the Duke of Montroſe, attended 
by a great Number of the Nobility and Gentry. 
After this, the High and Mighty. Prince George, 


Elector of Brunſwick- Lunenburg, &c, was, with 


Sound of Trumpet, proclaimed King of Great 
Britain, France, and Ireland, by the Lion's De- 
puty, the Lord Provoſt reading the Words of 
the Proclamation to him. This was followed 
by a Diſcharge of the great Guns from the Ca- 
ſtle, Three Vollies by the City-Guards, anſwer- 
ed by a Diſcharge from the great Artillery and 
ſmall Arms at the Palace; where the regular 
Troops were encamp'd, all attended with repeat- 
ed Huzza's and Acclamations of Joy from the 
Croſs, the Theatre, and the Streets ; which on 


that Occaſion were crowded with innumerable 


Spectators. After this, the Lord Provoſt, and 
his Attendants, withdrew, and the Deputy-She- 
riff of the Shire went up to the Croſs, and read 
the Proclamation to the Lion's Deputy a ſecond 


Time, which was alſo attended with loud Ac- 
dlamations and all Demonſtrations of Joy. The Li- 
on's Deputy, Trumpets, Heralds, &c. went from 


the Croſs, and proclaimed the King at the other

And next Morning the Duke of 
Montroſe ſet out for London, to take his Place as 
one of the Lords Regents. EE os 

Auguſt the 6th, in the Afternoon, the Lords 
Juſtices of Ireland receiv'd, at Dublin, a Letter 
from the Lords of the Privy-Council of Great 
Britain, ſent by an Expreſs, with an Account 
of the Queen's Death, and Directions for pro- 
claiming the King. Upon the Receipt of this 

Letter, their Excellencies and the Council met 
immediately, and ſigned a Proclamation, pur ſu- 
ant to that which had been iſſued- to the ſame.

mory, the Imperial Crowns of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, are ſolely and rightfully come to our So- 


vereign Lord George, by the Grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the | 


Faith, &C. For preventing Dangers that may ariſe at 
this Juncture from Papiſts, or other Perſons diſaffefted 
to His Majeſty's Government, and for preſerving the 
publick Peace of this Kingdom, we the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, do hereby ſtrictly charge and require all 
Papiſts licenſed to keep and wear Arms, forthwith to 
deliver up their reſpective Arms, and all Ammunition 
in their Poſſeſſion, to the next Fuſtice of the Peace, 
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or chief Magiſtrate where ſuch Perſons do reſide, 
who are hereby required to give a Receipt for the ſaid 
Arms and Ammunition, and to keep the ſame till far-

And we do hereby ſtrictly command and require all

Thus was His Majefty peaceably Proclaimed 
in all the Three Nations; the chief of thoſe 
who had done what they could to defeat His 
_ Succeſſion, found themſelves obliged to concur 
in it, and not one of the Party durſt publickly 


oppoſe it. This is enough to convince the great- 


eſt Infidel, that there is a ſovereign and irreſi- 
ſtible Providence which governs the World, 
eſpecially if we conſider a little further the 
State of the Three Nations, at the Time of the 
Queen's Death. = 

In England, the late Miniſtry had all the Pow- 


er in their Hands. They had gone far in mo- | 


delling the Army and Fleet to their Purpoſe. 


Our victorious General, who had triumph'd over | 


France for 10 Years ſucceſſively, was forc'd from 
his Country, and the Army was in the Hands 


of one who had baſely betrayed it, and acted 


rather like a French Spy, than a Britiſh Com- 
mander in chief. Our Fleet was under the Di- 
rection of ſuch as had employed it to diſtreſs 


our Allies, as was evident in the Caſe of the i 


brave Catalans, inſtead of * them; and

were more like to have brought ia the Preten- | 
der, than to have kept him out; or had it been 
otherwiſe, tis owned even by our Enemies *, 
that © Scarce'a Veſſel of War was to be ſeen 
in any of our Harbours, that was not unrig- 
© gedand laid up, through the ſcandalous Neg- 
r le of the Staff; and not one of our Sea-Ports, 
© notwithſtanding ſufficient Sums of Money had 
been granted by Parliament for that End, was 
© in any tolerable State of Defence +. Our 
Sailors had met with all poſſible Diſcourage- 
© ments, were left as naked as their Ships, for 
© want of Pay; and the Officers and Soldiers of 
the Army were in as bad a Condition. | 
Our. Exchequer was empty, for the Staff had 
© either been ſo laviſh to his Dependents and 
Creatures, or had made Proviſion of ſuch im- 
menſe Sums for himſelf and Family, as to leave 
© no Buſineſs for a Teller there, the Money 
being ſunk that ſhould have employed him 
© inſomuch that when *twas expected that there 
© was near 6 Millions there, which his Friends 
© had boaſted would be ready in caſes of Emer- 
© gency, it was matter of Aſtoniſhment to find 
it unable to anſwer the 20th Part of that 
Sum. : | 
*Tis alſo known, that the Friends of the late 
Miniſtry were in all the chief Poſts of the Na- 
tion. They had a Parliament, which they led 
as they pleaſed, inſomuch that they prevailed up- 
on them ſhamefully to contradi@ themſelves in 
their Reſolves and Addreſſes about the Peace. 
They had corrupted great Numbers of the Cler- 
gy, and of our Univerſity-Men, ſo as they Zea- 
louſly maintained and diſperſed through the Na- 
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tion thoſe Doctrines which were calculated to 
bring in the Pretender. By their Occaſional- 
Act, and other Methods, they had ſo modelled 
the greateſt Part of our Corporations, as to get 
in Magiſtrates, that went along with all their 
Meaſures. Our Metropolis, the City of London, 
formerly an impregnable Bulwark againſt Pope- 
ry and Slavery, was ſo corrupted by a few hot- 
headed Prieſts, encouraged by the Court, and ſo 
poy ſoned by a Tory Common-Council, impoſed 
upon them Yiis & Modis, that it became the 
principal Scene of rebellious Tumults, and all 
Elections were carried there by Jacobite-Mobs. 
The Commiſſions of Lieutenancy and Peace, 
through the Nation, were, generally, in the 
Hands of Perſons diſaffected to the Hanover 
Succeſſion ; and the meaner ſort of People, thro' 
the Kingdom, were ſo much debauched by the 
Influence of ſuch Men, of the High-Church- 
Clergy, and of the Officers belonging to the 
Exciſe and Cuſtoms, that the Pretender, and 
his Friends, thought their Game ſure. This he 
tells us himſelf, in his Declaration after the 
Queen's Death, and gives it as the only Reaſon, of 

his continuing quiet for ſome Years, that he reckon-_ 
ed himſelf ſure of the Friendſhip of the Queen, by 
-which we muſt underſtand Her Miniſtry, and de- 
pended upon their Promiſes. 5 
The only Body of People in England, that 
ſtood then united in His Majeſty's Intereſt, was 
the moderate Church-Men and Diſſenters; but 
the Former were put out of all Power, and the 
Latter were, by Law, excluded from it, and put 
under a new and annatural Hardſhip by the 
Schiſm-Act, which was to take Place the very 

Day that Her Majeſty died. 

We are not indeed to ſuppoſe, that ſo conſi- 
derable a Body of Men as the moderate Church- 


Men 
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Men and Diſſenters, would have tamely ſubmit- 
ted to the Pretender. They would certainly 
have made ſuch an Appearance for His preſent 
Majeſty, as became Men who were ſenſible, that 
all that is dear to us, muſt have been irrecove- 
rably loſt. in ſuch a Caſe z but they were tied 
down, and could not have "taken Arms, till His” 

' Majeſty had. come with ſuch a Force as might 
have enabled them to doit; and what Havock the | 
Pretender, with his French and Iriſh Cut-throats, | ”/ 
and our own Jacobites, might have made among 
us before that Time, we may eaſily imagine, by 
the late Rebellions that have been raiſed in the 
Nation, tho' no Perſon of Note durſt appear 
to head the Rebels. 

In Scotland, the chief Managers of State-Af- 
fairs were the Creatures of the late Miniſtry, 
and, by conſequence, entirely at their Command. 
To ſtrengthen their Intereſt in that Country, 
they kept the Popiſh and Jacobite Highlanders 

in Pay; and, becauſe the Church there was ir- 
4 reconcilegble to their Meaſures, they broke in 
1 her Conſtitution, though made unaltera- 

e by the Treaty of Union; and, under the 
N of a Toleration to the Epiſcopal- Party, 
did not only ſet up Jacobite-Conventicles through- 
out that Nation, but by refuſing to limit the To- 
leration there, as 'tis here in England, they 
broke down all the Fences, which the Laws of 
| that Country had erected againſt falſe Doctrine 
and Profaneneſs ; fo that every Man might be as 
looſe in his Principles, and as debauched in his 
Morals, as he pleaſed, without being liable to 
the Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures of any Church, of 
whoſe Communion he profeſled himſelf, if he 
did but think fit to decline that Communion : 
And that the Licentiouſneſs of ſuch Perſons- 
might be under no. Reſtraint, the Civil Magi- 
| "Þ:3 {ſtrate 
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ſtrate was, contrary to the expreſs Articles of 
the Union, diſabled to give the Church any 
Aſſiſtance ; ſo that when People were ſummoned 
by. the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, eſtabliſh'd in that 
Church by Law, to anſwer for ſuch enormous 
Crimes as are a Scandal to any Chriſtian Com- 
munity, they were not obliged to anſwer, tho? 
the ſaid Courts did not, nor could not pretend to 
inflict the leaſt Civil Puniſhment, but only to 
deal with the Offender in order to bring him to 
a Senſe of his Guilt, and perſuade him to reform, 
according to the Rules laid down in the Goſpel, 
which are owned to be Divine by all the Chri- 
— on Earth. gd 

Thus, inſtead of a Toleration to tender Con- 
ſciences, which all good Chriſtians own to be 
the Right of Mankiud, the Flood-gates of Ja- 
cobitiſm and Profaneneſs were ſet open, all good 
Order was overturn'd, and, in lieu of ſuch a | 
limited ladulgence, as is allowed to Diſſenters in 
England, who are obliged, as well as others, to 
| ſubſcribe to the Doctrine of the Church, and li. 
able ro the Eccleſiaſtical Courts for ſuch Immo- 
ralities as are within their Cognizance. The 
Epiſcopal Party in Scotland had a Liberty to be 
Freebooters in Religion, Morals, and Politicks ; 
and what uſe they made of that Liberty, in all 

thoſe Re ſpects, is but too well known. 

Nor was this all; but Lay Patronages were, 
contrary to the particular Laws of that Nation, 
as well as to the Treaty of Union, obtruded a- 
gain upon the Church of Scotland; not that thoſe 
Patrons had ever any ſuch Right to it, as the 
Gentlemen who are poſſeſsd of Ad vouſons in 
England, nor did they claim it; but this was 
done on purpoſe to imbroil that Church, with 
ſuch of the Nobility and Gentry as were her 


Enemies, and to give them an Opportunity to 
1 " pre- 
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preſent unfit Perſons, to keep the Livings in 
their own Hands, or to employ them for the 
Support of Jacobite-Conveaticles, as tis known 
they actually did in many Parts of the Nation. 
How perfidiouſly the late Lord Treaſurer Har- 
ley, and his Friends, acted with the Church of 
Scotland, in all thoſe Reſpects, is ſo well known, 
that *tis not capable of being contradicted. Vet 
notwirhſtanding all theſe Diſadvantages, the 
Church of Scotland continued ſtedfaſt in his pre- 
ſent Majeſty's Intereſt, ſhe honeſtly gave an A- 
larm to thoſe of her Communion by an excel- 
lent Piece, called, a Seaſonable Warning, of the 
- Dangers that threatned the Proteſtant Religion 
and Succeſſion, which, with other Meaſures ta- 
ken by His Majeſty's Friends there, had ſo good, 
an Effect, that the Presbytei ians of Scotland did 
in general arm themſelves, as well as they could 
in ſuch Circumſtances, to oppoſe the Pretender, 
which not only ſtruck the late Miniſtry with 
Terror, but defeated all their Meaſures in Scor- 
land, tho? they affected to publiſh, and 'twas but 
too generally believed, that the Scots were almoſt 
univerſally for their Meaſures. . 

Yet this was ſo far from being true, that when 
the News of the Queen's Death arrived there, 
we have heard already with what Unanimity, 
univerſal joy, and uncommon Solemnity, His 
Majeſty was proclaimed. in that Nation; ſo 
that His Enemies, who were formerly ſo inſo- 
lent there, durſt not make the leaſt Oppoſition to 
it. Thus, by the wonderful Hand of God, did 
His Majeſty's Friends in Scotland peaceably pro- 
claim Him for their Sovereign; and with ſo 


much the greater Joy, that but a very little be- 


fore they had no Hopes of ever ſeeing Him 
brought to the Throne without a Deluge of 
Blood, which they had bravely reſolved to wade 

| | E 4 tho- 
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thorow, rather than ſuffer themſelves to be de- 
prived of ſo invaluable a Bleſſing. 

In Jreland, the Change was no leſs ſurpriſing 
and welcome ; for the Proteſtants there were in 
the utmoſt Danger, the Papiſts outnumber'd 
them Eight to One, their Church-Men were too 
much corrupted, as well as ours, by the ſame 
wicked Arts of the late Miniſtry. Their Diſſen- 
ters, who are by much the greateſt Body of 
'Proteſtants in that Nation, were, by the Influ- 
ence of the High-Church Party, brought under 


an Incapacity to bear any Civil or Military Com- 


miſſion for the Defence of themſelves or their 
Country. This was not only highly impolitick, 
as it weakened the Engliſh and Proteſtant Intereſt 
in that Kingdom, but highly ungrateful to the 
Iriſh Diſſenters, and particularly to thoſe cf the 
Province of V/fer, who had been twice, under 
God, the principal Inſtruments of ſaving that 


Kingdom to the Crown of England, as well as.

the eſtabliſhed Church of Ireland; yet ſuch was 


the Rancour of the High-Church Party, that they 
did all they could to perſecute and oppreſs, not 
only their diſſenting Brethren in that Nation, 
but even the moderate Church-Men ; and the 
Government there was put into fuch Hands, and 
adminiſtred in ſuch a Manner, as plainly diſco- 
vered that the Deſigns of the late Miniſtry were 
ſo laid and carried on in all the Three Nations, as 
to pave the Pretender's Way to the Throne. 
The ill Treatment given by the Court, to the 
Iriſh Houſe of Commons, who made a. noble 
Stand for their Religion and Liberty, and teſti- 
fied an uncommon Zeal againſt that Impoſtor, 
was one flagrant Inſtance of this ; and the arbt- 
trary Proceedings of the Miniſtry againſt the 
City of Dublin, to deprive them of the Right to 
chuſe their own Magiſtrates, was another. In

I delivered up that Kingdom into the Hands 
of the Pretender, but to have modell'd the 
Troops there to their Purpoſe, by putting out 
all the honeſt Officers, and placing Jacobires in 
their ſtead, and how near that was being effect- 


ect, when the Queen died, is now no Secret.

ers to be made for the Proſperity of his Reign. 
One of the King's firſt Cares, upon the News 
of Queen Anne's Death, and of his being pro- 
claimed, was to communicate the ſame to the 
King of Pruſſia; for which Purpoſe, the Baron 
de Rhede, firſt Chamberlain to his Majeſty, was 
immediately diſpatch'd to Berlin.

However, aſſoon as the 
King of Pruſſia received, from the Hague, the 
News of the Death of the Queen, and of the 
| Proclamation of King George, he immediately 
declared his Reſolution to contribute his Aſſi- 
ſtance to the maintaining of that Succeſſion, in 
caſe it ſhould be diſputed : And accordingly ſent 
Orders to his Miniſters at all Courts, - particu- 
larly to Mr. Bonnet, his Reſident at London, to 
notifie, That as his Majeſty had conſtantly de- 
* clared himſelf in favour of the Succeſſion of the 
© Houſe of Hanover, to the Crown of Great Bri- 
© tain, ſo now he was affected with peculiar Joy 
to hear, that che Settlement of that Crown 
© had, in its due Time, actually taken Effect, 
© by the Proclaiming of King George; the rather, 
* becauſe it viſibly tended to the Promoting the 
* Proteſtant Religion, and the true Intereſt and 
Welfare of the Britiſh Nation; and that, in 
- Caſe of need, he was ready to employ all the 


Power 
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Power which God had put into his Hands, in 
«© aſſiſting to maintain that Succeſſion, againſt all 
who might offer to diſpute it. A few Days 
after, Monſieur Meinderſhaggen, the Pruſſian Mi- 
niſter in, Holland, in the Name of the King his 
Maſter, invited His Britannick Majeſty to lodge 
in the Old Court at the Hague, which fell to the 
King of Pruſſia by the Death of King William; 
King George having readily accepted that 
kind Offer, the Pruſſian Miniſter cavſed that Pa. 
lace to be fitted up, in the beſt Manner, for His 
Majeſty's Reception. . : 
Upon the News of the Queen's Death, all 
the neighbouring Princes either went in Perſon, 
or ſent Envoys and Deputies to congratulate 
His Majeſty's happy Acceſſion to the Crown: 
Which occaſioned a vaſt Concourſe of People at 
Hanover, and retarded His Majeſty's Departure. 
The Inhabitants of that City being in the deep- 
eſt Affliction for the irreparable Loſs they were 
like to ſuſtain, by the Abſence of ſo good and 
ſo gracious a Sovereign, and of his numerous 
Court. His Majeſty, in ſome meaſure to alleviate 
their juſt Grief, cauſed Intimation to be given to 
the Magiſtrates, that they might, ask ſome Fa- 
your of him. Upon this they deſired, that the 
Exciſe on Proviſions might be taken off; which 
was granted: Beſides which, His Majeſty, before 
his Departure, cauſed the Debts of inſolvent 
| Debtors to be diſcharged, and their Perſons to 
be ſet at Liberty. | | 
The Earl of Albermarle went from Holland to 
wait on the King, and obtained the Favour of 
His Majeſty to take his Houſe at Voorſt in his 
way to Holland, upon which his Lordſhip went 
back to prepare for his Majeſty's Reception. On 
the 30th of Aruguſt, the Earl of Clarendon ſet 
out from Hanover; and on the 5th of September, 
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N. S. arrived at the. Hague; the Earl of Dorſer 
arrived on the 8th, and the roth and 11th the 
Baron de Kilmanſerł, Maſter of the Horſe; the 
Baron Bernſdorf, firſt Miniſter of State; the Ba- 
ron de Goritz, Preſident of the Finances, and Mi- 
niſter of State, and Monſieur Robet hon, Privy Coun- 
ſellor to the King; in order to wait there for 
His Majeſty's Arrival. 

The King having committed the Government 
of his Dominions in Germany to a Council, at 
the Head of whom he placed his Brother, Prince 
Erneſt ; His Majeſty reſolved that the Prince Ele- 
coral and Royal ſhould got along with him; that 
the Princeſs, his Conſort, ſhould follow a few 
Weeks after, with the Two eldeſt Princeſſes her 
Daughters; and that the young Prince Frederick- 
George (lately recovered of an Indiſpoſition) 
ſhould remain at Hanover, with his youngeſt 
Siſter : His Majeſty alſo named thoſe that ſhould 
accompany Him and the Prince Royal into Eu- 
gland; which he confined to a very ſmall Num- 
ber : For beſides the Four Gentlemen above- 
mentioned, who went before to the Hague, the 
other Perſons of Note, appointed to go for Ex- 
gland with His Majeſty, were Count Plater, 
great Chamberlain; the Baron de Rhede, firſt 
Chamberlain; Mr. Bernſdorf, and the Marqueſs 
de la Foret, Chamberlains to the King ; Baron 
Schutz, and his Two Brothers, one Gentleman 
of the Bed-Chamber to the Ring, the other to 
the Prince; Monſieur Reiche, Privy Counſellor 
and Secretary to His Majeſty ; the Baron de Ha- 
torf, Counſellor of War; Monſieur Schraden, Se- 
cretary of Embaſſies; Monſieur Hammerſtein, 
Gentleman of the King's Bed-Chambher ; Mon- 
ſieur Kempe, Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber to 
the Prince; two Phyſicians, Dr. Stigerthal and 
Dr. Chappuxeau ; two Surgeons; and two Valets- 

de-Chambre. All 
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All things being thus ſettled, on Tueſday the 
laſt Day of Auguſt, O. S. or 11th of September, 
N. S. in the Morning, the King ſet out for Her. 
renhauſen, and the Prince ſet out about an Hour 
after : Whilſt the Inhabitants of Hanover, and 
all the Country, melted into Tears, and expreſ. 

| fed the heavieſt Sorrow, for the Departure of a 
Sovereign, under whoſe juſt and mild Govern- 
ment they had ſo long enjoyed all Manner of 
Tranquillity and Happineſs. - That Day His 


Majeſty and the Prince Royal went through Ha- 


genburg and Leſe to Doepenau, where they lay that 
Night; and proceeded the next Morning through 
Bohme and Oſnaburg, to Jppenburg. On the 13th 
of September, N. S. they went through Rheeme 
and Bentheym to Twickel, a Seat belonging to 
Count de Waſſenaer d Opdam, who entertained 
his Majeſty and the Prince Royal that Night ; as 
did the next, the Earl of Albemarle, at his Seat 
at Voorſt, after His Majeſty and Royal Highneſs 


had travelled through Market, Larenſe, and Ca- 


pelle. On the 15h of September, the Deputies of 
the States General received and complimented 
_ His Majeſty on their Frontier, and the ſame Day 


the King went through Zutphen, Appleboon, V oor- d 
hi ſen, and Amersfort, to Utrecht. Here His Ma- 


jeſty and the Prince Royal were complimented 
by the Deputies of the States of that Province; 
after which they went into a Vacht of the States, 
and the ſame Night reach'd Moerden, where they 
were received by the Earl of Albemarle, and the 
other Deputies of the States of the Province of 


Holland, under Six Salvoes of Nine Pieces of 


Cannon, anſwering the Number of His Majeſty's 


Years. On Sunday the 16th, in the Morning, 
the King, in the Earl of Albemarle's Coach, fol- 
lowed by Six others, and attended by a De- 


tachment of Horſe- Guards, proceeded to Leyden,

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where the ſame Number of Guns were dif- 


Afternoon, His Majeſty arrived at the Hague, 
amidſt the Acclamations of a vaſt: Number of 
People. The States had ſent Orders to all their 
Towns through which the King was to paſs, for 
the Burghers to appear in Arms, and line the 
| Streets, as was done when the preſent Emperor 
went through Holand as King of Spain: But his 
Britannick Majeſty declined that Ceremony, de- 
firing to paſs through the Country as much in- 
copnito as poſſible. On the 16th of September, N. 
8. the following Deputies of the States General, 
viz. The Baron de Lintelo, on the Part of Gelder- 
land; Monſieur Fagel and Penſionary Heinſius, on 
the Part of Holland; the Sieurs Velters, on the 
Part of Zealand; Schonauwen, on the Part of V- 
trecht; Berum, on the Part of Friexeland; Marle, 
on the Part of Overyſſel; and Gockinga, on the 
part of Groningen; with the Sieur Fagel, Greffier 
of the States, went to Court, and had an Audi- 
ence of the King, whom they complimented on 
his Acceſſion to the Britiſh Throne, and his hap- 
py Arrival at the Hague. They bad afterwards 
Audience of the Prince, and then returned to 
the Aſſembly of the States, to make their Re- 
port; after which moſt of them returned to

The ſame Morning, all the Britiſh Nobility and 
Gentry, either reſiding at the Hague, or who, on 
this joytul Occaſion, had repaired thither from 
England, and other Parts, as alſo the Britiſh Offi- 
cers of the Green Cloth, had the Honour to kiſs 
His Majeſty's Hand. In the Afternoon, His 
Majeſty, accompanied by the Prince, took ſeve-

charged as at Moerden; and about Five in the _ 
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where he was followed by a numerous Train 
of Coaches, and a great Concourſe of People,

of the Foreign Miniſters had that Day private 
Audience of the King, to compliment him, on 
the Part of their Maſters, upon his happy Acceſ. 
ſion to the Briz;h Throne, and his fafe Arrival 
at the Hague. The Marqueſs de Chateauneuf, Am- 
baſſador of France, had his Audience the next 
Morning for the ſame Purpoſe. On the 1 9th of 
September, N. S. the Duke d4'Oſſuna, and the Mar- 
queſs de Maꝝteleone, Plenipotentiaries of Spain, 
came to the. Hague from Utrecht, to wait upon 
the King, and the next Day they had alſo a 
private Audience of his Majeſty, as had, the 
Day before, the Count de Tarouca, and Don Lewis 
d' Achuna, Plenipotentiaries of Portugal, The 
King having reſolved to embark for England 
with the firſt fair Wind, His Majeſty's Baggage 
was ſent to the Yachts, which, on the 25th of 
September, went down the Mae ſe from Rotrerdan

The States General improved this Opportu- 
- nity, to concert ſeveral important Affairs with 
the King: For which purpoſe, the great Penſi- 
onary Heinſius had frequent Conferences with His 
- Majeſty. The States expreſſed ſo much Affecti- 
on to His Majeſty, and ſo great a Concern for 
His Safety, that they appointed their Guards to 
attend him at his Palace, and wherever he went; 
and ordered Grenadiers, in very good Apparel, 
and with Caps richly imbroidered, to ſtand 
round his Table. His Majeſty's Acceſſion to the 

Britiſh Throne quickened the flow Paces of the 

Courts of Yerſailles and Madrid, in relation to 
the Treaties yet depending; ſo that the very 
Day the King arrived at the Hague, "m__ 


— 
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de Chateauneuf, received Advice, by a Courier, 


that the Treaty of Peace between the Empire 
and France, had been ſigned the 7th at Baden; 
and that the King of Spain had ratified the Trea- 


ties of Peace and Commerce between him and 
the States General, withovt any mannet of Re- 
ſtriction: Which was confirm'd by an Expreſs 
ſent to the Spaniſh Plenipotentiaries. Oh the o- 
ther Hand, the Baron de Heems, the Emperor's 
Miniſter, notified to the States General the Ar- 


rival of Count Coningſeck at Antwerp, to regulate 
_ the Barrier with the States; whereupon their 
High Mightineſſes named Four Deputies to ne- 


gotiate with the Imperial Plenipotentiary; but 
-excuſed themſelves from ſending them to An- 
'twerp, till they had conſulted with His Hritannicł 


Majeſty, who was as neafly concerned in it as 


themſelves. 


Before we come to His Majeſty's ſetting out 
from the Hague to England, *twill be proper to 


take Notice of the moſt remarkable Tranſactions 
abroad; and tho? that of the French King's legi- 
timating his Baſtard-Sons happened ſome Days 
before King George's Accceſſion to the Throne, 
| mg it is a Matter of ſuch Importance, and may, 
in Time, have ſuch Conſequences, that it ought 
not to be omitted in theſe Annals, eſpecially 
if we conſider, that Providence did ſo order it, 
that the French King was at that Time fo much 
concerned about ſettling the Sueceſſion of his 
own Family, that he could not well diſturb 


that of King George, tho' he had given the Pre- 
tender repeated Aflurances that he would ailett 
his Title, in oppoſition to it. 


The Parliament of Paris was ordered to meet 


and regiſter the French King's Edict for the Legit- 
timation, and accordingly it was one of the moſt 
numerous Aſſemblies of that ſort chat had been 
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known; for every one, who had a Right to ap- 
pear there, thought fit todo it, that they might 


oblige the King, and teſtifie their Reſpe& to 


the two Princes that were to be Legitimated. 
The chief of the Members were, Meſſire d. 
Meſmes, Chevalier, firſt Preſident; Meſſieurs 
Potior, Charton de Longuenil, d Aligre, de Lamoig- 


non, Portail, Amelot, de Bailleuil, Preſidents; The 


Duke de Bourbon, the Prince de Conti, the Duke 
au Maine, the Count de Toulouſe, the Archbiſhop 
of Rheims, the Biſhop Count of Neyon, the Duke 


¶ Uſex, and Sixteen other Peers of France, Thirty 


Iwo Counſellors of the great Chamber, Three 
Counſellors of Honour, Three Maſters of Re- 


queſts, Eighteen Preſidents of Requeſts, and 


Sixty Counſellors of Requeſts. 
The Proceedings of that Aſſembly, as taken 

from the Regiſters of the Parliament at Paris,

Thus we ſee the unhappy Effects of arbitrary 


Power, and the Miſery of People, who, by a 
Spirit of Slavery, have ſubmitted themſelves to 


it. France had formerly as great Privileges as 


any Nation in Europe: > but the Foundation of 
: their Slavery was laid by Lewis XI. and the Su- 


perſtructure is finiſhed by Lewis XIV. who, by 


Will, which the Kings of France were not for- 


merly allow'd to make, has diſpoſed, of his Peo- 


ple as if they were Beaſts, to be pprerned by 


whom, and how he thinks fit. Our late Miniſtry 


_ deſigned the like for us, and would faia have 


had the Qieen impowered, by Will, to diſpoſe 
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of theſe Nations in the fame Manner; 3 but bleſ- 


ſed: be God they are diſappointed. 


We come next to what -paſſed in Germany. 
On the 26th of Auguſt, N. S. M. Huldebergh, 


the Hanover Miniſter there, received Advice of 


the Queen's Death, and of his Maſters being pro- 


claimed King of Great Britain, which he notified 


in an Audience, that Evening, to the Emperor 


and the Court, and delivered a Letter from 


the King to his Imperial Majeſty, written in 
very obliging Terms, wherein His "Majeſty aſlu- 
red the Emperor of his Intentions to cultivate 


a ſtrict Amity and Correſpondence with him. 


The Earl of Middleton had been at Vienna. 
for ſome Time, with a Commiſſion, as *twas ſup- 
poſed, from the Pretender; but the Queen's 
Death made ſuch a C -hange at that Court, as 


well as elſewhere, that it was propoſed to com- 
mand him to depart from Vienna; but having 


never aſſumed any publick Character, being alſo 
indiſpoſed, and having convers'd with no Body 


publickly, except the Pope's Nuncio, he was left 
to his'own Way of retiring; ſo that the Pre- 


tender's Meaſures, and the Foundation of his 
Hopes, ſunk every where. 


 *Tis obſervable, that at the ſame Time the 


Pope's Nuncio was very diligent at Baden, in 
attempting to rekindle a religious War betwixt 
the Suiſſe Cantons; nor is it improbable, that the 
Deſign of the Court of Rome was to have made 
it univerſal ; for the Proteſtants of the Empire 


could have no Redreſs about the 4th Article of 


the Treaty of Reſwick, either from the Empe- 


ror, or from the French King, tho? the latter 


had promiſed it at the Treaty of Utrecht, and 
the late Queen of Great Britain had mentioned 
it to Her Parliament; but Her Miniſters, who 
had. betrayed the Proteſtant men every wher ©, 

did 
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did not concern themſelves to make thoſe Pro: 


miſes effectual. ee TRE 
The King of Sweden having made up his Dif- 
ferences with the Ottoman Court, by the Medi- 


ation of France, and the Concurrence, no doubt, 


of the Engliſh Miniſtry, was preparing to return 


Home. He had beforehand made a Leagve with 


the Turi, to rekindle a new War in the North, 
than which nothing could have been more fatal 
to the Proteſtant Intereſt, or the Security of the 
Empire; for not only the two Northern Crowns, 
but the Kings of Pruſſia and Poland, the Family 


of Brunſwick, and all the Proteſtant Princes and 


. States of the Empire, muſt have been involv'd 
in War, as we ſee many of them are already, 


and had not King George's Acceſſion to the Bri- 


tiſh Throne prevented it, his German Dominions, 
which lay contiguous to thoſe of the King of 
Sweden, would have been in the utmoſt Danger; 
for our late Miniſtry, who, contrary to ſolemn 
Alliances and all Humanity, allowed our Fleet 
to be made uſe of to compleat the Ruine of 
the brave Catalans, would, in all Probability, 
| have joined it with that of France to ſupport the 
King of Sweden, and in that Caſe, the Elector 


of Hanover could ſcarce have been able to defend 
his German Territories, and far leſs to have aſ- 


ſerted his Right to the Crown of Great Britain 
againſt the Pretender. Nor could the Dutch, in 


ſo terrible a Conjuncture as that muſt have pro- 


ved, been able to help themſelves or us. Their 
French Faction would have hung upon the Wheels 
of their Adminiſtration, and France might eaſily 
have invaded them on the Side of the Nether- 
lands, ſince our Troops were poſted in Bruges 
and Ghent, &c. to have opened a Paſſage for

1 return to the Affairs of Great Britain. 

The Lords of the Regency having received 
many Complaints from Ireland, they took them 
into Conſideration; and finding that the Admi- 
niſtration there was in general diſliked by the 
Proteſtants, and that the City of Dublin was ve- 
ty much injured by having the Right of chuſing 
their own Magiſtrates denied them, and that 
the Lords Juſtices, and Privy Council there, 
had not only refuſed to obſerve what the Britiſſ 
Regency had ordered them to do, about allow- 
ing thoſe of Dublin to chuſe their own Magi- 
ſtrates, but remoaſtrated againſt it; their Excel- 

lencies thought fit, about the Beginning of Sep- 
tember, to remove the Lord Archbiſhop of Ar- 
nag b, Primate of Ireland, and Sir Conſtantine Phipps, 
Lord Chancellor of that Kingdom, from being 
Lords juſtices there, and appointed the Lord 
Archbiſhop of Dublin and the Earl of Kildare 
to be Lords Juſtices in their ſtead. This met 
with Oppoſition from ſome of the Regency here, 
but Sir Conſt antines Behaviour had made him ſo 
odious, that His Majeſty's Friends in Freland did 
not think themſelves ſafe, while he continued 
in Power. It ſoon appeared they had very good 
Reaſon; for, by his Influence, the Triſh Lords 
Juſtices and Privy Council had before the Re- 
ich Orders for laying him and the Lord 
Primate aſide, drawn up a Repreſentation, with 

their pretended Reaſons why they could not 
comply with their ſaid Orders. The SubRance

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of thoſe Reaſons were, Firſt, becauſe the allow: 
ing the City of Dublin to chuſe their Magiſtrates 
was derogatory from the Prerogative of the 


Crown. 2. Becaufe it might prove dangerous 
to the Church, as by Law eſtabliſhed.. 3. Becauſe 
they could not do it in Conſcience. Theſe Rea- 
ſons being conſidered by the Britiſh Regency, 
their Excellencies came to a Reſolution, Septem- 
ber 14. That they were frivolous, ſcandalous, 
&c. Two or Three of the Britiſu Regents pro- 
teſted againſt this Reſolution; but His Majeſty 
had, by a Letter beforehand, approved their Ex-

The Lords Juſtices having received Informa-

Dorſet, reflecting 
on ſome Addreſſes for inſiſting ſo much on the Loſs of the 
Queen, and congratulating his Majeſty for relieving us from 
our Fears, and extinguiſhing the Hopes of the Pretender and 
his Abettors. One from Rocheſter, refle&ting on the Fraud and 
Falſhood of the late Miniſtry, who raiſe Clouds of Jealouſie 
and Diſcontent among us, and expreſſing their Hopes that 


they would be puniſh'd for an Example to others. One 


from New Malton in Yorkſhire, reflecting on the malicious and 
groundleſs Whiſpers of the Jacobites, That the Church was 
in Danger, and their Hopes, that our Honour and Trade 
would be retrieved. One of a quite different Stamp, from 
thoſe called, The Loyal Society at Briſtol, impudently applauding 


the late Peace, as if it had ſecured his Majeſty's Succeſſion, 


tho' tis evident to the World, that it was deſign'd by the Mi- 
niſtry to hinder his Majeſty's coming to the Throne. Ano- 
ther of the ſame Stamp, from Hhitchurch in Hampſhire ; and 
another from Qucenborough in Kent, applauding the Peace. 
There was one from the City of Dublin, which took Notice, 
* That their Civil Liberties were invaded, their Endeavours 


| © to defend them traduc'd as factious, and their Perſons- and 


* Reputations expoſed to the Inſults and Reproaches of the 
vileſt of the People; that the Adminiſtration of Juſtice had 
been ſuſpended in their City for many Months; that for 
want of Magiſtrates, they had been reduc'd to a State of 
* Confuſion, by the unaccountable Adminiſtration of ſome 
Men, who made it their Merit to oppreſs them. 


On the 224 of this Month, an Addreſs was preſented to his 


Majeſty, from the Royal Buroughs of Scotland, who, being a 
conſiderable Body, and, before the Union, the third Eſtate of 
Parliament in that Nation, was the more remarkable. They 
congratulated his Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Crown at ſuch a 
Conjuncture, which gave them a glorious Profpe&, that the 

eligion, Laws, Liberties, and Presbyterian Church Govern- 
ment, as by Law eſtabliſhed, would be inviolably maincain'd ;

Faith of Nations ridicul'd; and Conquerors made to ſtoop to 
the Demands of thoſe whom they had overcome: That our 
Trade, in its moſt valuable Branches, was negleQed ; the a. 
vow'd Enemy of his Majeſty's Title, conniv'd at, careſs d, 
advanc'd, and the moſt zealous Friends to the Succeſſion re. 


proach'd as Enemies to the Queen, and remoyed from ho. 


nourable Poſts and Offices; and violent Proſecutions com. 
menc'd and carry'd on againſt thoſe Members of the Cor 


rate Bodies that were moſt hearty in his Majeſty's Intereſts; | 


and the Authority and Treaſure of the Nation abus'd and 
miſapply'd to cruſh his Friends. = 

Some time after, the Marquiſs de Rocheguede, who had for 
many Years . been employed in foliciting the Proteſtant 
Princes and States of Europe, in favour of the Proteſtants who 
ſuffered in France, was introduc'd to the King, and made a 
Speech; wherein he took Notice, That the many;Memorials 
and Petitions that had been delivered to the late Queen, up- 


on the Account of thoſe Confeſſors, had almoſt all been 


fruitleſs ; therefore he begg'd that his Majeſty would graci- 


oufly accept a moſt humble Repreſentation, in favour of a 


ſad Remnant of the faithful Sufferers in the Gallies and in 
the Priſons of France, who implor'd his Majeſty's-powerful 
Interceſſion. To which his Majeſty anſwered, That he 
might be aſſured he would do all that lay in his Power for 
thoſe good People. Soon after, the fame Marquiſs deliver- 
ed to the King a Letter from the 13 Swiſs Cantons, congratu- 
lating his Majeſty's Acceſhon to the Throne; which was the 
more acceptable, becauſe it was the firſt Inſtance of their 
joining together in one Body on ſuch an Occafion. He like- 
wile delivered his Majeſty another Letter from the poor Mi- 
niſters of the 7Yaudois, that were ſettled in Wirtemberg : Both 
which his Majeſty received very graciouſly, and commend- 
ed the Marquiſs for his eminent Zeal in behalf of ſuffering 
Proteſtants. | | * | 

The next remarkable Occurrence was, a Memorial which 
his Majeſty ordered Mr. Prior to preſent to the Court of 
France, about the Harbour of Dunkirk, as follows:

It cannot be imagin'd that Your Majeſty will make uſe of 
the Word Dicta, which is in that Article, to maintain, that 
ſince the ſame Canal is not reſtored, the ſame Materials are 
not made uſe of, and the ſame Baſtions and Courtains are 
not rebuilt, that Your Majeſty is at Liberty to raiſe new 
Works, and make a. new Port better than the former.

But if, contrary to my ExpeCtation, the King will not

© of my good Intentions, and the early Care I took to ſhew 
him the inviolable Zeal I have for him.”

When the Marquiſs de Lamberti communicated this Letter 
to the King's Miniſters, he, at the ſame time, expreſſed © His

© fo early ſought with his Britannick Majeſty, for whom he

ourt, he had ſo great a Deſire to be made known to. He 
was anſwered, * That it was not out of any Prejudice to his 
* Perſon, nor even to the Perſon of his Maſter, for whom the 
King had a great, Eſteem ; But that as Affairs Rood at pre. 
* ſent, tho his Excuſes were, in ſome Meaſure, allowable, 
vet his Majeſty was the beſt Judge of what was conſiſtent 
* with his own Honour and Dignity ; and as his Majeſty way 
© likewiſe ſenſible of the Duke's Readineſs to ſeek and culti- 
* vatea Friendſhip with his Majeſty, ſo the King wiſh'd that 
the Cauſes which obſtryQted the ſame, at preſent, might 
be ſpeedily removed. The Marquiſs ds Lamberti finding, 

by this Anſwer, that his Majeſty inſiſted on the Removal 
of the Pretender from the Dominions of Lorrain, before he 
would admit him to Audience, took his Leave of my Lord 
Townſhend, and on Monday the 13th of December, ſet our from 
hence in his Return Home.

Tis to be obſerved, that when this Declaration of the Pre- 
tender came firſt into England, and was publiſh'd in Foreign 

Prints, the obſtinate Faction gave it out to be a Contrivance 
of the Whigs, to refle& on the Memory of the Queen, and 
to fix an Odium upon what they call the Church-Party ; be- 
cauſe, in his Declaration, he Cid, That for ſome time at 
leaſt he had been aſſured of his Siſter's good Affection. But 
they were much confounded by the Duke of Lorrain's Letter, 
which own d the Declaration to be genuin, and that the Pre- 
tender himſelf had given him one of them. 

The next remarkable thing to be taken Notice of, is the 
Trial of thoſe who made a Riot at Briſtol, on the Day of the 
King's Coronation, for which Judges were ſent down to try 
them by a Commiſſion of Oer and Terminer. Sixteen of the 
Rioters were taken and committed, who appeared to be beg- 
garly vile Fellows, and the very Scum of the Mob. For 
their Leaders, and thoſe of moſt Nete, ſcowr'd off when => 
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Magiſtrates eame to ſuppreſs them. When the Judges came 


to Briſtol, thoſe of the Faction, who call'd themſelves the Loy- 
al Society, were as forward to meet and compliment them 
1 Whigs; but being outwitted by the latter, who were 
moſt conſiderable for their Number and Wealth, they ſoon diſ- 
cover d their Inſincerity; and when they ſaw that the Whigs 
had prevented them, and attended the Judges with a Caval- 
cade, they fell out into their uſual Extravagancies, and cry d, 
Down with the Roundheads, no . no Weſtern Aſſizes, &c. 
By which they diſcover'd their rebellious Temper in the 
yery Face of the Judges. The Tryal came on the 27:h of 
November, and when the Senior Judge gave a Charge to the 
Jury, the Faction appeared to be acted with very different 
paſſions. Some of them grew Pale for fear; others were 
impudent, and laugh'd; and a third ſort expreſs'd their 
Rage. On the 27th of November, the grand Jury found the

| Nor will it ſeem ſtrange, that there is this Difference in 
the Total Numbers, if we come to conſider the Method of 
making up theſe Books, and upon whoſe Integrity alone it 
did depend to make the Number whatever was thought pro- 
per, even after the Books were ſigned by the Commiſſioners. 
Theſe Pay-Books are made up by Mr. Criſp, Secretary to 
the Commiſſioners, wherein all the Names of the Men are 
entred Alphabetically; and at the End of the whole Lifts, 
there are Warrants figned by the Earl of Clarendon, Lord North 
and Grey, Lieutenant General Withers, Colonel Hales the Go- 
vernour, and Mr. Crawford, Deputy-Governour of the Hoſpi- 
tal: Theſe Warrants are not only Authorities, but poſitive 
Directions to the Pay-Maſter to pay the Men their uſual Pen- 
ſion for the Time therein ſpecified, being Six Months in 
each Book; and all the Men are there certified, by the ſub- 
ſcribing Commiſſioners, to be then alive, and duly entitled to 


the Penſion. | | 


As theſe Warrants were a Direction for diſtributing above 
60,000 JI. of publick Money, it is aſtoniſhing to find whar 
little Care was taken by the acting Commiſſioners to prevent 
any Fraud or Abuſe, which the Method of theſe Books was 
not only liable to, but ſeems calculated for no other purpoſe. 

As the Names of all the Men are entred Alphaberically, 
ſo at the End of almoſt every Letter in the Alphabet, there 
is in theſe large Folio-Books a Page, or a Page and a Half, 
left Blanks, which it was moſt evidently in the Power of thoſe 
who had the ſole Management of this Affair, and in whoſe 
Cuſtody the Books were kept, till delivered to the Paymaſter, 


to fill up with what Names they thought fir. 


And to make any ſuch Practice the more eaſie and undiſ- 
coverable, the Names of the Men are no where numbered, 
yor any one Page in the Books, nor are the Totals caſt up at 
the End of the whole, nor the amount of the Pay ſpecified ;

But the ſaid Commiſſioners ara ſo much upon this 
intended Re-examination for their Juſtification, it is neceſſa. 
ry to ſtate the Fa& very particularly: They confeſs they were 
 fenſible of the extraordinary Encreaſe of the Out-Penſioners. 
And that they had Reaſon to believe, that by the Number 
* of the Dead, which would appear upon a Re-examination, 
and thoſe whoſe Wounds, &c. were cured, they ſhould be

their great Care and Caution, they appeal to an. Advertiſe-

Theſe Books, ſigned only in this Manner, which were de- 
livered as the Foundation and Vouchers for the Pay-Books 
and the Original Books of the College, appear at firſt View 
to be defective in the moſt material Part, and cannot be al- 
lowed to be of any Aurhority, not being ſigned by any one 
Commiſſioner, whereas by the Commiſſion under the Great 
Seal, and the Inſtructions thereto ànnexed, they ought to 


have been ſigned by five Commiſhoners. It is necellary to 


obſerve here, that upon conſtituting the preſent Commiſſi- 
oners, and forming theſe Inſtructions, a great Reformation 
of ſuppoſed Abuſes in the College was ſet on Foot, and the 
Number of Out-Penſioners, which was then betwixt 3 and 
4000, was thought ſo exceſſive, that a general Examination of 
all the Out-Penſioners was ordered to be taken by theſe

It is now worth Enquiry how the Original Books, as they 
are called, agree with this Account, and upon what Autho. 
rities they are founded. | a . - 

The firſt Book, ſigned by Mr. Englis and Mr. Nodes, is the 
Liſt of Men re-admitted upon the Re- examination; and tho 

the whole Number diſmiſſed was but 1882, this Book con- 
tains 2130, Which exceeds the Number diſmiſſed by 248. 

The Second Book, which is likewiſe ſigned both by Mr. 
Euglis and Mr. Nodes, contain a Liſt of 905 Men, which were 
new Men ; and being examined by the Surgeon and. his 
Mate, without any Report to the Commiſſioners, or any 
Warrant from them, are admitted and entred the Penſion ; 
and this Examination is ſaid to commence in June 1713, and 
to be continued to February following. ED

The Third Bock, ſigned by Mr. Nodes the Surgeon's Mate 


only, contains a Liſt of 1643 Men, which Mr. Nodes, upon 


Oath, delivered as a Liſt of Men, who were permitted to re- 
main upon the Penſion,» without undergoing the firſt general 
Examination; but the Commiſſioners, in their Anſwer, ha- 
ving called theſe about 1000 Men, Mr. Nodes was. examined 
mcre particularly, and did acknowledge, upon Oath, that 
about 600 of thoſe Names were added and inſerted in that 
Book ſince this preſent Enquiry began. | 

— The Fourth Book contains a Liſt of 620 Men, certified 
for by Mr. Nodes ſingly, which he calls a Continuation of 
the former Examination, that ended in February 1713-143 
and Mr. Nodes confeſſeth, that about 100 of theſe Men were 
added to this Book ſince the preſent Enquiry. - 

The Fifth Book is a Liſt of 253, ſigned by Mr. Englis and 
Mr. Nodes, which were Men reduced from the 12 Invalid 
Companies; and it muſt be obſerved, that the Commiſſioners 
in their Anſwer reckoned theſe 300 Men. 


Theſe five Books together contain 5551 Men, and are all 


that are pretended to have been admitted ſince the Number 


was reduced to 1719, which together make but 7279, and is 


mort of the Number entred upon the Pay-Book by 1839. 
To ſupply this Defect, there is a Book ſigned by Mr. Nodes, 
contaiging 1772 Men, which leave ſtill 67 Men upon the 
 Pay-Book, for which there is not the leaſt Pretence of any 
ſort of Admiſſion. | ” 
Bur as to this laſt Number of 1772 Men, there is ſome- 
thing very unintelligible in this Part of the Account, and 
that requires farther Explanation ; Mr. Nodes, who ſigned 


this 
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this Book, did upon his Oath declare, that it did contain 
the Liſt of the Men, who, upon the firſt general Examina- 
tion, were allowed to remain as duly qualified ; and in a Pa- 
per which he delivered in the Day after he was ſwofn, upon 
ecolletion,-for his own Juſtification, he aſſerts to the 
ſame Effect. If this be true, theſe Men, or ſo many of 
them at leaſt, are the ſame as the 1719, ſo often mentioned, 
and are not to be reckoned again; which leaves the Defici- 
ency ſtill of the Number entred upon the Pay-Book of above 
1800 Men. Bur it muſt not be forgot, that Mr. Criſp at the 
ſame time delivered a Liſt of Names, amounting to 1715, at 
the End of which are theſe Words: The ſeveral Men afore- 
mentioned, whoſe Regiments are affixed againſt their 
Names, were continued on the Penſion upon the Exami- 
nation of all the Out-Penſioners in the Beginning of the 
* Year 1713. Which muſt be underſtood of the ſame Men 
that Mr. Nodes ſwears are contained in his Book; but upon 
Examination and Compariſon of the Liſts, few or none of 
the Names are found to be the ſame. How this is to be re- 
conciled, is hard to determine; but 'tis certain, if they had 
been the ſame, they were not to be twice reckoned; as they 
are not the ſame, one of the Liſts can be nothing but a 
Number of fictitious Names, ſet down upon this occaſion, 
to make up a Number as near as they could in this Surprize, 
equal to the Numbers which the Commiſſioners had certified 
to be alive, and duly qualified, and had accordingly direc- 
ed ſhould be paid. „ ; | 

And that this was moſt probably the Caſe, may be rea- 
ſonably concluded, becauſe Mr. Nodes did upon his Oath 
confeſs, that this whole Book of 1772 Men, was tranſcribed 
from looſe Papers ſince this Enquiry, and ſigned by him, 
but the ſame Day that it was delivered into this Committee; 
and Mr. Nodes being asked, where thoſe looſe Papers were, 
from whence he tranſcribed-theſe Names, he ſaid, he thought 
they were now of no further uſe, and that he had cancelled 
and deſtroyed ſeveral of them during this preſent Exami- 
nation. | Fi” 

By theſe Obſervations it ſuftictently appears, that theſe 
Books, which were produced as Vouchers to the Pay-Books, 
were in a great Meaſure made and prepared after the Pay- 
Books were tranſmitted ro the Paymaſter; that the Num- 
ber of Out-Penſioners was encreaſed from 1719, to 
9109, without any one legal or warrantable Step purſuant to 
the Queen's Inſtructions; and that if any of the Commiſſion- 
ers, who ſigned the firſt Warrant, did, in Compliance with o- 
thers, and thro' Inadvertency, ſet their Hands to the Pay- 
Books, it is ſurprizing to find that Three of the . 
oners ſhould ſtill perſevere and take upon them the Juſtifica- 
tion of ſuch grots Abuſes, and give a ſecond Sanction to ſuch 
corrupt Practices, which carry along with them ver? —

But beſides the Concluſions that neceſſarily follow from 
what has been ſaid already, ſeveral Perſons gave Evidence and 
Information upon Oath, tending to the ſame Effect; and by 
what has occurred during this Examination, there ſeems to be 
no Diſcipline or Regularity in any part of the Management 
of the Hoſpital; but in this uſeful and advantageous part of 
admitting Out-Penſioners, there are recruiting Officers that 
beat up for, and levy Invalids to claim the Penſion; there 
are Officers that prepare Certificates of the Mens Qualificati. 
ons, Furlows ſigned by the Governor are always ready for 
them, immediately upon their Admiſſion; and there are Per- 
ſons ready to take upon them the Trouble of receiving their 
Penſion by Letter of Attorney, and to advance to them as 
the Stock riſes or falls in or about Chelſea,. and another Ad- 
vantage theſe Perſons ſeem to have, a Man is no ſooner ad- 
mitted an Invalid, but he becomes immortal, there not having 
one Man died out of 9109 from the Time of their firſt Ad- 
miſſion. . | 
After ſo full a Detection of theſe groſs Abuſes, committed 
and ſuffered in the chief Branch of Expence relating to the 
Hoſpital, it was not reaſonable to expect any Care or good 
Management in the Expence of the Houſe, and it ſeems ve- 
ry needleſs to trouble Your Majeſty long upon this Head; 
but only to obſerve with Mr. How, that the Expence of the 
Hoſpital, in the Articles of Provifions and Contingencies, is 
within a few Years increaſed a Third'; that of Proviſions 
ſeems very unaccountable, it being all along for the ſame 
Number of Men, and it does not appear that the Nature of 
the Payments to the Undertakers, either in Time or Specie, 
has occaſioned any Diſcount in proportion to the Advance in 
the Prices of the Provitions. However, the Commiſſioners 
have in this Part been equally remiſs ; for it does not appear 
that any regular Contracts at all have been made for ſome. 
late Years, but the Undertakers have been told by Mr. Criſp, 
That they muſt go on at the former Prices, and the only 
Authority they have had has been a Verbal Signification of 
the Commiſioners Pleaſure by Mr. Criſp ; ſome Contracts 
have been ſigned for Candles in particular, above a Twelve 
Month after the Money was paid ; and greater Allowances 
made to Contractors by Mr. Criſp, than by the Minutes of 
the Board he was authorized to do: And ſuch Alterations 
have been made by Mr. Criſp at his own Houſe, without ta- 
king or asking any Directions from the Commiſſioners. 
And the better to cover theſe Frauds and Abuſes, the an- 
cient Rules and Methods eſtabliſhed for the better regulating 
the Management of the Affairs of the College, have of late 
Years been diſpenſed with and laid aſide; and Mr. 3 
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100 is Comprcoller of the College, and had uſually been pre- 


ſent at the making of Contracts, or at leaſt atteſted them, 
depoſed upon Oath, That for late Years he had never ſeen 
any of the Contracts; and all the Knowledge he had of them 
was, Mr. Griſp had given him Abſtracts and ſhort Minutes, 
which were all the Rules he had to govern himſelf by, in 
the receiving and delivering out of the Stores and Proviſi- 
ons; and by this means all the Checques and Comptrols, 
that were eſtabliſhed for the Security of the Publick, were 
rendred uſeleſs. OS | 
S Majeſty in Council taking the ſame into Conſideration, is

And upon 
this Occaſion, the Parliament of Paris made an Arreſt to pre- 
vent the burying of the new Converts in private Places, 
and ordered their neareſt Neighbours, or Relations, on pain 
of an arbitrary Fine and Coſts of Suit, to give Notice of their 

Uneſs and Deceaſe ; and ordered likewiſe, that if they died, 


after refuſing the Sacrament of the Church, the ſaid Relati- 


ons, or Neighbours, ſhould make a Declaration of it to the 
next Judge, on pain of 1500 Livres; and the Corpſe of the 
Deceaſed was not to have the Honour of Burial, and Half 
their Eſtate was to be forfeited to the King, as above. 

The moſt remarkable thing that happened at home in R. 
bruary, was the following Tranſaction, relating to the great

Sure 
he could not have a Deputy executing the Office of Treaſu- 
rer of the Hoſpital, who ſhould negle& to inform him, at the 
Time he was preparing the faid Memorial, that the 1882 
Men, who were diſmiſſed, were re-admitted again by her late 
Majeſty's Command, ſignified to the Board by his Grace the 
Duke of Ormond : And that upwards of 300 Invalids, who 
were at that time reduced out of the Twelve Invalid Com- 
panies, were alſo put upon the Out-Penſion, which added to 
about 1000 Men who had not appeared at the Examination, 
occaſioned by the great Diſtance they were at, makes about 


Fooo Penſioners; ſo that the extraordinary Number of In- 


valids admitted to the Penſion, upan the disbanding the Ar- 
mies in Flanders, Spain, and Portugal, is between Three and 
Four Thouſand. This great Number was chiefly occaſion'd 
by the miſerable Condition moſt of thoſe Men were in who 
came from Spain and Portugal, by the great Hardſhips many 
of them endured while Abroad in thoſe Countries, and who 
were to remain on the Penſion till ſuch time only as they 
were cured of their Wounds, c.

As to Mr. How's Obſervations upon the Encreaſe of the 
Expence of the Hoſpital, in the Articles of Contingencies and - 
Proviſions, we muſt take leave to acquaint your Lordihips, 
That the Encreaſe of the Contingencies, from the Time men- 
tion'd by Mr. How, has not only been occaſion'd by the ex- 
traordinary Repairs of the Hoſpital, but alſo the Furniture 
thereof, which has not been renewed ſince the Houſe was in- 
habited, till of late Years; as alſo by the Out-Penſioners, 
who, over and above their Pay as ſuch, are allow'd the Be- 
nefit of Medicines, both from the Chirurgeon and Apothe- 
cary, which ſtill adds thereto: And as theſe extraordinary 
Expences are unavoidably neceſſary, ſo we doubt not but ir 
will meet with your Lordſhips Approbation. As to the En- 
creaſe of Proviſions, we muſt take notice to your Lordihips, 
it has been in great Meaſure owing to the Uncertainty of 
the Payments, both as to the Time and Specie in which they 
were to be paid, who were Contractors for the fame ; for as 
they were to be paid every Three Months in Money, without 
any Deduction whatſoever; fo, inſtead thereof, it has general- 
ly been Twelve Months, ſometimes more, before they were 
paid, and then it was frequently in Tallies, which bore a ve= 
ry large Diſcount; and there is at this Time more than Se-

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venteen Months due to them for Proviſions ſerv'd to the 
ſaid Hoſpital: And we don't doubt, but were the Perſons 
who ſerve the Hoſpital with Proviſions, permitted to attend 
your Lordſhips, and give a particular of their Payments, 
your Lordſhips would ſoon perceive the juſt Reaſons there 
were for ſuch Allowances as are made to them.

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The Preparations — receiving him were more magnificent 
than what had been ſeen almoſt on any other Occaſion, as if 
Lewis XIVth's Vanity had increaſed with his Years, or as if he 
deſigned to value himſelf. upon outdoing the greateſt of the 
Eaſtern Potentates in-effeminate Luxury and Splendor. This 
Ambaſſador prov'd te be a Man of anextraardinary. high Spi- 
rit, ſo that he outdid the very French Cour in Pride and Stif. 
neſs at the Ceremonial of his Reception 3, for he would not 
ſo much as riſe when M. de Preteuil, the Iatraducer of the 
Ambaſſadors, told him, that the Marſhal de Matignon, who was 
to accompany him in his Entry as one that repreſented the 
King's Perſon, muſt be received by him ſtanding; but the 
Perſian anſwered boldly, that he repreſented the Perſon of his 
Prince as well as he, and that beſides, the Law of Mabome: 
forbad him to riſe to any who was not an ackual Sovereign. 
M. Breteuil threatned the Perſian with Force, but he continu'd 
ſtedfaft, order'd his arm'd Domeſticks to oppoſe the firſt Ag. 
gieſſor, and told M. 4. Brereuil and the Marſhal de Mat ignem, 
that he would make his Entry in ſpite of them. Accordingly 
he mounted his Horſe, upon which M. Breteuil catch'd hold of 
his Bridle, and told him, he ſhou'd not make his Entry, if he 
did not pay the Honour due to the Perſon. who repreſented 
fo great a King. The Perſian, inſtead of complying, drew 
his Dagger, and offer d to ſtab M. Breteuil, bur was hinder d 
by his Attendants. Thus the Perſian made his Entry with- 
out farther Diſpute, and the French King ſeem'd to diſap- 


prove M. Breteuil's Conduct. It was never publickly known | 


what the true Reaſon of this Embaſſy was. Some were of 
Opinion, that the Per/ian was really no Ambaſſador, but only 
ſome great Lord of that Country, who had a mind to ſatis 
fie his Curioſity by travelling; and that the French King, out 
of Vanity, was willing to receive him in, that Character, in 
order to make himſelf more conſiderable in the Eyes of the 
World. The Behaviour of the Perſian ſeem'd very much to 
confirm this, for he and his Retinue carry'd themſelves with 
fo much Rudeneſs, as was perfe&ly inconſiſtent with the 
Dignity of-an Ambaſſador ; and indeed the whole ſeems to be 
confirm'd by the little Reſpect that was paid him, and the 
odd Manner of his being ſent off from the French Court. 
In the mean rime, the Trench King did what he could 
to ſupport the King of Sweden's Pretenſion, and to hinder 
an Accommodation of the Troubles in the North, and joind 
the King of Spain in his Deſign againſt the Majorcans. Nor 
did Lewis XIV. omit his Endeavours to force the Cardinal 4

The Mar- 
quiſs's Father was Philip, Lord Wharton, a true Patriot, who 
conſtantly adhered to the Liberty of his Country, and the 
Proteſtant Religion, in the worſt of Times, and gave ſuch 
Education to his Son, the faid Marquiſs, that while he was a | 
Member of the Houſe of Commons, he conſtantly oppos'd 5 
Tyranny and Popery, was one of the chief Inſtruments in : 
bringing about the Revolution, and when he came to be 
Lord, after his Father's Death, he always made the nobleſt 
and boldeſt ſtands againſt the Pretender and his Friends, | 
and particularly in the Reign of the late Queen Anne, when g 
they were moſt inſolent, and fluſh'd with Hopes. He was a | 
Perſon of the readieſt Wit and manlieſt Elocution that the |

His Majeſty King George 
was ſo ſenſible of his Merit, that he advanc'd him to the 
Degree of a Marquiſs, made him Lord Privy-Seal, and de- 
fign'd to have created him a Duke.

ſucceeded in his Poſt of Lord Privy-Seal by the preſent Earl 
of Sunderland. , | 


On Friday the 224 of this Month happened the moſt re- 
markable Eclipſe that had been ſeen in Great Britain for a- 
bout 500 Years. It began in London Six Minutes Thirteen 
Seconds paſt Eight in the Morning, and ended at 20 Minutes 
15 Seconds paſt Ten. It was almoſt central; for the Diſcus 
of the Sun was hid from us by that of the Moon 3 Minutes 
23 Seconds. During the total Emerſion, there appeared a 
luminous Circle round the Diſcus of the Moon, about which 
our Mathematicians were divided in Opinion. Some thought 
WV it to be occaſioned by the Armoſphere of the Moon; but 

moſt of them were afterwards of Sir Iſaac Newton's Opinion, 
| that x was caus d by the Atmoſphere of the Sun. Some Mi-

nutes before and after the total Darkneſs, not only the Pla- 
nets Jupiter, Mercury, and Venus, were ſeen to the Weſt about 
the ſame Height above the Horizon with the Sun; bur ſeve- 
ral fix d Stars were allo diſcoyer'd. The Skie being clear, and 
the Air cam, our Aſtronomers had an Opportunity to ob- 
ſerve this Phanomenon with the utmoſt Nicety. Several of 
the greateſt Mathemaricians in France came over hither up- 
on that Occaſion with their Inſtruments, and were civilly 
entertained by our Royal Society, with whom they join d 
in making their Obſervations... Mr. Hhiſton ac quir d a great 
deal of Reputation by his exact Calculation of the Nature and 
Duration of the Eclipſe, in which the French Mathematicians 
agreed with, him. Dr. Haley did alſo publiſh a Scheme of the 
Eclipſe, and ſaid, that he thought it not improper to give 
an Account of it, that the fudden Darkneſs, wherein the 
Stars would be viſible about the Sun, might give no Surprize 
to the People, who would, if unadvertiſed, be apt to look up- 


on it as Ominous, and interpret it as portending Evil to our 


Sovereign Lord King George, and his Government. This 
drew ſome Reflections upon the Doctor, as a Piece of de- 
ſigning Officiouſneſs, which occaſioned the following Letters 
to him, which were | ur phy ps the News Paper, called the 
Hying-Poſt, of the 197% and 21ſt of April.

give us the following Account of the Effects that attended 
this extraordinary Phenomenon. e 

* Thoſe who were for the Empreſs Maud's juſt Parliamentary Ti-

him in a Battle near Lincoln, and took him Priſoner 3 upon 
' which the Clergy, to ſave their Bacon, ſubmitted to the Empreſ;,

- at ſuch Windows as were not illuminated, but at fuch Peo- 
5 pls as were ſetting up Candles to prevent their Windows 


ing broke; and threw Flint-Stones of ſuch a Size and 
Weight, as were enough to have kill'd any Perſon they had 
hit. They likewiſe ſtopt Coaches, to extort Money from 
the Paſſengers ; inſulted thoſe that were paſling the Streets 


about their lawful Occaſions, robb'd them of their Hats, 
Wigs, Gc. buffeted them, and threatn'd farther Miſchief 
if they would not Huzza, God bleſs the Queen and High Church. 


The Rioters ſpread themſelves from their Place of Ren- 

dezvous to the middle of the Ciry on one Side, and as high 
as Hoſbourn - Bars, &c. on the other. The Villany appeared 
to have been premeditated, for the Stones found in Peoples 
Houſes were moſt of a Size, and generally Flints, which they 


had prepared on purpoſe, and carried in their Pockets. 
They vented their Spite particularly upon the Houſes and 
- Perſons. of Diſſenters, where they knew them. 

Tas a Shame that ſuch Riots ſhou'd happen ſo fre- 
. quently. within the Juriſdiction of a City fo much renown- 
ed in all times, for being the moſt orderly and beſt govern 
ed in the World; and which has, fince the Reformation, 


been always eſteem'd the chief Bulwark of Religion and Li- 


berty in the Iſland, and perhaps in Europe; but after the 
coming in of the late Tory Miniſtry, there had been ſuch In. 
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duſtry uſed by the High-fly ing Clergy, and their other 
' Tools, to corrupt the Minds of the Citizens, by Principles 
of Tyranny with Reſpe& to Politicks, and of Bigottry 
and Uncharitableneſs. with Reſpect to Religion; that the 
City became after that Time, a common Scene of the moſt 
ſcandalous Mobs and Tumults that ever were known in a

July 26th, Mr. Carter reported the Amendments made to 
the Bill for the further Security of his Majeſtys Perſon and Ga- 
wernment, &c. which, with Amendments to ſome of them, 
were agreed to, and the Bill ordered to be engroſſed. Af- 
ter this, Mr Walpole made a Speech, wherein he took notice 
of the Meaſures the King had taken, purſuant to the De- 
© fire and Advice of that Houſe, to ſecure his Dominions ; 
but repreſented, that in cafe of an Invaſion, the ſtanding 
Troops and the new Levies would hardly be ſufficient ; and 
as he thought it neceſſary, fo he moved, that the Officers 
in Half-pay ſhould be put in a Capacity to ſerve the Na- 
tion, by allowing them ful! Pay. General. Stanhope ſeconded 
Mr. Walpole's Motion; and 'twas Reſolv'd, © That an humble 
Addreſs be preſented to his Majeſty, that he would be gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to allow full Pay ro ſuch Half-pay-Officers 
as were not otherwiſe provided for ; and that his Majeſty 
would give Orders to the ſaid Officers to hold themſelves 
in a Readineſs to be employed in ſuch manner as his Ma- 
jeſty ſhould think fit: And to aſſure his Majeſty, that this 
Houſe would ſupply ſuch extraordinary Expence as his 
* Majeſty ſhould be at on this Account, out of the next

dreſs being the ſame Day preſented to the King, his Majeſty 
was pleaſed to ſay, That he look'a wpon it as a freſb Inſtance of 
the Daty and Affection of this Houſe, and of their Zeal for the Se- 
curity and Preſcruation of his People and Government.

July 29th, The Bill for enlarging the Fund for the Governor
